( 7) All postgraduate students shall maintain good conduct, 
abide by the Rules of Discipline of College and the University , 
attend their courses regularly and abide by the regulations of 
the Hospital/ College/Hostel, failing which , their registration for 
the post- graduate degree shall be cancelled .
